Socialized medicine could produce no good' 


result that cannot be produced more effi- 
ciently and cheaply, and without danger to 
our liberties, by prepaid medical care of the 
kind oirforrd by the voluntary plans now in 
ofTcct. practically everywhere'in this country. 
What socialized medicine would do is to make 
the doctor a lool of the politician, thus twn- 
jng medical treatment; and progress into a 
political matter and force us all to take what- 
ever kind of medical service the politicians 


to grive us and pay for it with an in- 


voluntary tax. 


H has been said that prepaid, voluntary 


medical plans will not solve the problem of 
Ihe completely indigent. But that problem 
affects • very small proportion of the people, 
and should be solved without creating an- 
other Federal bureaucratic monopoly. So- 
cialized medicine would simply be one more 
~on£ step toward the completely totalitarian 
state. 


MAN'S LIMITS 


Men in white coats, toiling in laboratories, 


have made many discoveries and solved many 
mysteries connected with the "structure of 
living things. Dr. Robert B. Woodward, As- 
sociate Professor at Harvard University, now 
announces that new substances have been 
created which nearly duplicate molecules of 
muscles, nerves and skin. 


Aside from the commercial and medical 


uses for these synthetic materials, Dr. Wood- 
ward says that they will lead to. a better 
understanding of how nature builds up pro- 
teins in the body. 


Dr. Alexis Carrel and Charles A. Lind- 


bergh, pursuing the same sort of research, 
discovered a way to keep the heart of a 
chicken boating indefinitely while separated 
from its natural environment. 


The element which has always eiuded man 


in his investigations is the original creative 
impulse, life itself. Knowledge of the struc- 
ture of living things is being pushed to its 
absolute limits, but no test-tube svill hold 
creation.

BIPARTISAN POLICY 


From the 1944 Presidential campaign until now, 


this country has witnessed a united-political front 
with regard to its foreign policy. The Republican 
and Democratic Parties have functioned together 
as one in foreign affairs.' The active opposition 
centered in Left Wing groups headed by Henry 
Wallace and Claude Pepper. 


The father ol: the Bipartisan Policy was Gov- 


ernor. Thomas E. Dcwey of New York. During the 
3944 campaign an appeal was made lo him by 
General -Marshall .not to impair the war effort by 
a general debate during the campaign. That was 
followed 
by - negolialions between John 
Foster 


Dulles, reprosenllng Governor Dowoy, and Cordcl'l 
Hull, Secretary of State, representing President 
Roosevelt. As a result of these conferences, the 
two parties agreed not lo make the conduct ol .the 
war an issue. 


Many Republicans at the lime regarded l.his,,nn 
error of tactics and as not being in 
I he I best in- 


terest of the country. They felt that the Presiden- 
tial campaign was precisely the time to air the 
relations between the United States, Great: Britain 
and Soviet Russia. Many of them still believe that 
Governor Dcwey lost- the election Jjecause of this 
policy. Driwey, on the other hand, felt that ho'could 
not endanger our armies in the field or the pros- 
pects of victory or permit the campaign to give 
aid and comfort to the enemy. 
Subsequently, Senator Vandenberg and John 


Foster Dulles, representing the Republican Party, 
altended a number of international conferences. 
Senator VVai'rcn Austin, a .Republican, was ap- 
pointed the United Stales delegate lo l.he United 
Nations. John Foster Dulles, on a number of oc- 
casions, provided the formula and text which be- 
came American policy and Senator Vandenberg 
held the Republicans in line behind the President 
on major issues, including the Greco-Turkish aid, 
the wisdom of which many Republicans doubted, 
and the confirmation of the Italian and Hungarian 
treaties, which many Republicans really opposed. 
Kvcn more, no majoi1 investigation ' of the. State 
Department has been instituted,- although many 
feel that that is essential in view of their sus- 
picion that Communists have won high places where 
they ought not to be. 


Undoubtedly, as a result of this bipartisan policy, 


"Herbert 
Hoover, the most effective personal! I y 


among Republicans, has served the President on 
several missions of the greatest imporlancc. 


This policy appears to have outlived its use- 


fulness. In the .first place, it is impossible to make 
a clear demarcation between the foreign and do- 
mestic policies of this country. For instance, when 
the Administration commits itself to export; $;:>,000,- 
000,000 to $7,000,000,000 n year to Europe and Asia 
for \n prolonged number of years, it stipulates the 
nature of taxes,.wages and prices in this country. 
The Republicans cannot* support dollar exports 
abroad and seek lower (axes at home, because the 
two arc really one. The same is tr.ue in many other 
matters, as, for instance, support of a socialistic 
government in England while we imperil our own 
cotton and wool markets. 
The breach then in the ^partisan policy is 


being made- by domestic issues. The President's 
veto of the tax bill, and tho activities of his agents 
among Representatives and Senators to prevent 
overriding the veto, engendered a bitterness which 
will be felt in every quarter. The fact that the 
State Department is pressing the Export-Import 
Bank and the World Bank to make political loans, 
which cannot be repaid and are therefore Illegal, 
has reached Congressional ears and gives the im- 
pression of roundabout double-crossing that annoys 
no end. Furthermore, the Marshall Plan is viewed 
•with considerable suspicion because il gives the 
imprcsion of encouraging Ihe debtors to bring 
pressures upon this country which it may be as 
embarrassing 
to reject as it will be impossible 


to fulfiill. 
In n word, the honeymoon is turning into n 


Hollywood marriage—one of those things that 
arc wonderful while they last but which must split 
on tho rock/ of divergent interests. The split i.s 
here, although the divorce papers hnve not been 
filed. Once it is all In the open it will be clear 
that the principal issue' in the 194S campaign wilt 
be foreign affairs, and the argument will revert 
lo Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam. Ifwill not be nice, 
going.

HARD OK HKAKING 


I write frequently about the various methods of 


restoring any Joss of hearing, because those unable 
to hear what is going on about them are more un- 
happy than those unable to see. This is true despite 
the fact that we all naturally think we'd sooner lose 
our hearing than our sight. There is a depression of 
spirits and an inferiority complex in deaf individuals 
not usually found in the blind. 


.After World War I, members of the armed 


.forces who had some loss of hearing were given the 
usual medical or surgical treatment and then placed 
on a pension depending upon the amount of hearing 
lost due to sex-vice.
